Here is the answer of the 
Food Administration: 
“The chief job of the Food 
Administration is to feed the al­ 
lies and our soldiers. 
“Saving of money to the con­ 
sumer is a secondary job. This 
money is saved through the elim­ 
ination of speculation, through 
elimination of profiteering, and 
through stabalizatio% of all food 
prices. In general, the Food Ad­ 
ministration 
claims 
to 
have 
steadied all food prices by keep­ 
ing the public informed of the 
presence of cheap and abundant 
foods, such as potatoes, and by 
urging 
conservation 
of 
less 
abundant 
foods, 
particularly 
those foods which can be shipped 
abroad.
